The Proposition is Simple 


By O LIV ER B. JA Y N ES 
Some misunderstanding seems to exist concerning the 
proposition which voters will be asked to pass upon at the 
April 20th special election. It is not complex, however— 
should be easily understood by anyone. The ordinance simply 
increases the amount of tax money which the city council is 
PERMITTED to spend for advertising and publicity for Palm 
Springs. It is not mandatory upon the council to spend one 
dollar for this purpose unless the city fathers deem it advis­ 
able and feel that the city can afford to do so. 
At the present time, the city council is limited by state 
law to 5 cents on every $100 assessed valuation, for this type 
of expenditure. That amounts to around $7500. The ordin­ 
ance raises the ceiling to 15 cents, which increases the limit 
to approximately $22,000. That’s all there is to it. 
B usiness M en P ay th e Bill 
There is a strong argument in favor of the measure. Busi­ 
ness license fees are high in Palm Springs, the city collecting 
some $50,000 a year from this source. It seems only fair that 
a portion of this amount be spent for community promotion. 
While funds from this source cannot and should not be 
marked for this purpose, the council should be allowed to 
spend more than $7500 of it for advertising. All resort com­ 
munities spend tax moneys for advertising. We need it as 
much as Tucson—or Las Vegas—or Phoenix. Furthermore, 
the plan spreads the cost on an equitable basis. Every busi­ 
ness shares in proportion to its size. 
The only arguments against the ordinance, as the writer 
had heard them, are not strong. The opinion that we should 
fix up the town before inviting more people here is not 
sound. We have to do a reasonable amount of both—they 
must go hand-in-hand. The fear of increasing taxes is not 
justified as there is ample protection against it through the 
city council. It is not reasonable to assume they would ap­ 
propriate the money if it required a tax increase. Those who 
don’t w ant to invite more people here because they prefer 
to keep Palm Springs as a small village should realize that it 
is impossible to stand in the way of progress—and that our 
community has passed that stage anyway. 
W hy th e C ham ber Is In terested 
The measure is strongly supported by the Chamber of 
Commerce because the organization tinds it increasingly 
dificult to obtain more than sufficient lunds to take care ol 
its local operations. The Chamber’s prime function is to take 
care of visitors after they arrive and take leadership in a 
community betterment program. 
The city council cannot now—or under the proposed ord­ 
inance—appropriate funds for operating expenses of the 
Chamber of Commerce. It can, however, employ this or- 
organization or any other as its agent for carrying out an 
advertising and publicity program. Such items as display 
advertising, publicity releases, folders, All-Year Club par­ 
ticipation. etc., can be paid for from the fund, 


r 
E asy for V oters to D ecide 
While The Desert Sun advocates the passage of the ordin­ 
ance, we see no reason why the voters cannot easily make 
up their own minds. It is more a m atter of having faith in 
the City Council—a m ajority of which will be decided upon 
at next Tuesday's election. The situation may change from 
year to year. The council should be able to decide fairly 
how much the city can afford to spend for promotional 
purposes, if any.

T his plough 
was u n e arth ed near the In d ian 
baths and w as recognized by th e 
In d ian s n earb y as b eing one" w ith 
w hich Chino furrow ed his crops. 
T he C ahuilla Indians w ere not 
ag ricu ltu rists in any sense of th e 
w ord, but relied on g ath erin g th e 
seeds and fru its of w ild d esert 
plants. A fter the ad v en t of th e 
S panish th ey practiced a little 
ag ricu ltu re b ut never w ent into 
it on such scale as such Indians 
as th e Hopi Pueblos do. 
"T his is no reflection on the 
C ahuilla In d ian s because 
it 
is 
m uch m ore difficult to live off 
the desert itself than it is to rely 
upon crops an d to rem ain m ore 
or less sed en tary ,” said Lloyd M a­ 
son Sm ith, M useum director. 
T his plough, loaned by Mr and 
Mrs. “C actus Slirji" M oorten. is 
probably th e first plough ev er 
used in P alm Springs.

Snake which he had captured in 
the act of swallowing a Shovel- 
nosed G: und Snake The King 
Snake had his prey, which was 
almost as big as he was. about 
half engulfed when it was cap­ 
tured, but it died a short time 
after. Death was probably due to 
the fact that the King Snake had 
actually bitten off more than he 
could chew, for snakes' teeth are 
| curved 
backw ard 
toward 
the 
mouth and after a snake has 
swallowed a considerable portion 
of any prey it cannot regurgitate 
it. If the object which the snake 
has attem pted to swallow proves 
too large or too bulky, then the 
snake 
necessarily 
must 
perish. 
O rdinarily snakes will judge the 
size of their prey before tin y a t­ 
tem pt to eat it. so his case is 
really a rather unusual one and 
the two specimens are being pre­ 
served 
in 
formaldehyde. 
Both 
species are perfectly harmless. 
The King Snake lias gained a 


popular notoriety because, if suf­ 
ficiently hungry and it chances 
upon a rattler, it will attack, kill 
and devour this poisonous snake. 
However, the conception th at the 
King Snake feeds only upon ra t­ 
tlers is erroneous, for it will eat 
any snake or lizzard small enough 
that crosses its path. The Shovel­ 
nosed Ground Snake is quite rare 
and seldom seen. At first glance 
it appears very similar to the 
King Snake except that the dark 
brown bands do not completely 
encircle the body. When young, 
these Ground Snakes have red 
and yellow coloration in addition 
to the black. This is lost as the 
reptile reaches m aturity and the 
adult 
Ground 
Snake 
is 
white 
with heavy brown, almost black, 
saddles along the length of its 
body. It spends 80 per cent of its 
lifetim e beneath the surface of 
the ground w here it seeks out 
grubs and small insects for its 
food.

causes. The rat seemed to be in 
the liest of health and w as very 
obliging lit coming out in the day­ 
time to permit people to observe 
it. W hat caused its demise is con­ 
jectural. However, twigs from a 
Grevillea tree 
in 
the Museum 
* varil w ere placed in the cage for 
the rat to use in building a nest 
and it was noted that the rodent 
gnawed and devoured the bark 
off of many of these twigs. It is 
just possible that this hark may 
have contained some substance or 
poison which killed the Wood 
Rat. 
A Jerusalem Cricket, also call­ 
ed Child of the Earth or Potato 
Bug, was also added last week by 
Sueti Nelson. This inseet is per 
fectly harmless in spite of its for­ 
midable 
appearance 
a n d 
the 
many 
superstitions 
that 
have 
risen in regard to it. 
Added to the collection of live 
animals last week was a fine live 
specimen of the peculiar W alk­ 
ing-Stick Insect, which for all the 
world looks like a grey twig. It 


is one of the most perfect exam ­ 
ples of camouflage known, for 
w hen these insects rem ain sta ­ 
tionary against the bark of a tree 
they will rem ain undetected even 
a t very close range. They are re ­ 
lated to the Preying M antis and 
to the Grasshoppers, and are p er­ 
fectly 
harmless.

specim en was captured by George 
B. Davies in Palm Springs.

’1 Rise to Remark" 
By Congressman John Phillips 


The vote on the European Re­ 
covery Plan was 329 ayes, 74 noes, 
5 live pairs, 19 not voting or ab ­ 
sent. and 3 vacancies. I could say 
jokingly that the bill w as not 
strictly European: that it did not 
guarantee 
recovery, 
and 
that 
w hat it lacked m ost was any ev i­ 
dence of a “plan." The decision 
| was too serious for joking. 1 am 
convinced that th e U nited States 
is now com m itted, for four years, 
to a policy w hich m ust, unless we 
do another about-face, as we did 
on the Palestine issue, lead to 
regim entation, probably to war, 
and inevitably to th e loss of the 
liberties which have m ade this 
nation 
strong 
enough 
for 
the 
whole world to lean on. 
If. in attem pting to save the 
world, w e lost- our own liberties, 
and thus, like Samson, arc ren ­ 
dered im potent, w e have done 
double damage. By refusing to 
believe the plain pages of history, 
we have sold the w orld into slav­ 
ery. including our own children. 
I wrote, in my letter of March 
4lh, w hich curiously was picked 
up by several papers outside the 
District, of the differences which 
often existed betw een an IDEA 
(supported by skillful propagan­ 
da) and the BILL upon w hich the 
legislator had to vote. Again, on 
April 1st, I w rote of the incon­ 
sistencies in present foreign aid 
policies. 
My plea. then, as on the Floor, 
was to m aintain an open mind, 
and that we might be honest with 
ourselves and w ith the people. 
The charge was m ade m ore than 
once th at if the Representatives 
would vote their own convictions, 
after hearing the argum ents, and 
particularly if they voted by se­ 
cret ballot, there w ould not be 50 
aye votes. I do not believe that, 
ii' I did, I would fear the fate of 
America. I am convinced, if this 
were not an election year, and if 
there had been tim e to analyze 
the conflicting 
argum ents, 
the 
vote would have been closer. 
It 
would still have carried. 
Only 
tim e w ill tell w hich vote is right. 
Here are several points on which 
my final decision was based. 
It 
would take pages to list and dis­ 
cuss the argum ents. 
(1) 
W ithout 
exception, 
polls 
taken by Congressmen, showed 
the people at home w illing to 
take a chance on a one year aid 
program, to feed people, to re­ 
habilitate nations. This bill com- 


, mits the United States to a four 
1 year program , largely in support 
I of present governm ents. (2) If so­ 
, cialist states are wrong, and a n a­ 
; tion of fVee people is right, then 
how do w e help the cause of 
freedom by sustaining socialistic 
states, 
w hich 
take 
the 
profits 
from the re-sale of the commodi­ 
ties paid for with American dol­ 
lars, and tell the people w e sup­ 
port them ? (3) The President, in 
his 
speech, 
bravely recognized 
that the approval of ERP carried 
with it the return of controls, the 
OPA and all its hybrid and alpha­ 
betical cousins. H istory shows un­ 
deniably that the liberties of the 
people would be lost. (4) The for­ 
eign m inisters, m eeting in Paris, 
did not ask the U nited States for 
the am ount of m oney authorized 
in liiis bill. They expected to car­ 
ry some of the load themselves, 
w ith the balance spread over a 
w ider base. (5) I would w illingly 
i provide food for the hungry. That 
! is not the prim ary objective of 
I this bill. (6) Down here we have 
I less and less confidence in the 
State 
D epartm ent, 
and 
in the 
President’s advisors. (7) One of 
the largest new spapers in Eng­ 
land. polling its readers, found 
them against the plan. England 
is supposedly the greatest bene­ 
ficiary under the plan, and the 
I most urgently in need. (84 The 
1 plan contem plates a further drain 
on oil, and other scarce materials. 
(9) Some of the m ost ardent sup­ 
porters w ere A m erican businesses 
which would profit financially. 
((10) The bill does not require an 
adm inistration separate from the 
S tate 
D epartm ent, 
the 
H erter 
C om m ittee’s 
first 
recom m enda­ 
tion. (11) We ship strategic m a­ 
terials to Russia, and to countries 
on both sides of the iron curtain, 
which in turn ship to Russia. (12) 
I 
am 
allergic to 
steam rollers. 
D em ocratic or Republican. 
(13) 
Before I vote to load an addition­ 
al $600 per fam ily (actually more 
in our D istrict), particularly on 
top of $1000 per fam ily for the 
present 
Trum an 
budget, 
w ith 
more for national 
defense ex­ 
pected, 1 w ant to be more sure 
these dollars w ill get the results 
we w ant them to get. 
You can im agine the confu­ 
sions, 
the 
inconsistencies, 
the 
struggles to decide a question 
w hich m ight in itself be deciding 
the future of the Nation. I voted 
no." How would you have voted?
